Despite the assurance of the finan- 
cial oracles at the money centres that 
the “worst is over” all the present 
indications are suggestive of further 
serious embarrassments. From an 
excess of caution, or from other mo- 
tives, the larger portion of the press 
of the county are seeking to conceal 
the true status of affairs, or they 


draw comfort from strange sources. 


If heavy failures of the strongest 
and wealthiest firms in the country, 
the suspension of milis and factories, 
the closing of work-shops and de- 
faleations after defaleations by men 
who have, for years, enjoyed unlimit- 
ed confidence, are indicative of a bet- 
ter time coming then we have woful- 
ly failed to read aright the signs of 


the times. 


In eireles there is a feel- 
ing of uneasiness and nervous appre- 
hension, and transactions between 
men are conducted with that exces- 
sive caution which bears the impress 
of adeeply-rooted mistrust. Thou- 
sands and thousands of workingmen 
are out of employment, and the 
number is being daily increased. 
Ninety-nine out of every hun- 
dreds of these men live, to use a 
homely but forcible expression, from 
hand to mouth, and many have wives 


come necessary. 


The situation is most grave, and it 
is worse than useless to endeavor to 
disguise the fact. To endeavor to 
lull ourselves into a fancied security 
is neither the part of wisdom nor 
manliness, The true policy is to look 
the danger fully in the face and shrink 
not from knowing and taking pre- 


cautions against the worst. 


We are no alarmist and no believer
